Seven of 12 hopefuls for a seat on 
the Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District Board of Trustees appeared 
Monday at a candidates’ forum 
sponsored by the West End Public 
Employees Coalition.

Asked who he thought were the 
most important people in a school 
district, Shaw listed students first, 
then parents, teachers, 
administrators and the school 
board. 


On the issue of teachers’ strikes, 
Shaw said he thought there should 
be some ‘‘communication 
alternative’ to striking.

Next up was Robert D. Taylor, an 
Upland physician. Taylor said he 
was running for the school board 
because he didn’t feel there was a 
sufficient cross-section 
representation on the present board. 

Teachers should not have the right 
to strike, Taylor said. ‘‘Those in 
critical areas should not be allowed 
to strike — and molding a young 
person’s mind is a critical area.” 

Ontario homemaker Lilas 
McPherson said she was seeking 
election to ensure that Chaffey 
district students receive quality 
education. 

“T feel we have to get good 
teachers and pay good teachers to 
have our children properly 
educated,’ she said. 

Cris A. Cerda, a Montclair 
salesman, said instilling a ‘‘positive 
attitude toward education” was his 
primary goal. 

If elected, he would seek to add a 
class in positive thinking at the high 
schools, he said.

On the issue of forced busing, 
Cerda said, ‘‘I think money should 
be spent to better education where 
the students are right now.” 

Incumbent Curtiss D. Bonneville, 
a lawyer from Alta Loma, said the 
students in the district were his 
biggest concern. 

‘We're al! working together to try 
to educate them,’’ he said. ‘‘I’d like 
to continue the philosophy of 
cooperation with the teachers, 
administration and the board.” 

Bonneville said he opposed 
contracting with outside agencies 
for district services. ‘‘We’ve hired 
people to provide services and we 
should let them do their jobs. We've 
had problems with outside agencies. 
I personally would prefer to have 
district teachers do the job, if it’s 
economically feasible.” 

Incumbent Raymond J. Sarrio, an 
Alta Loma junior high school 
teacher, said he wanted another 
term on the school board to continue 
his work during the past four years. 

‘While on the board, I was 
successful in increasing unit 
requirements for high school 
students from 220 units to 225 and 
from five periods a day to six,” he 
said. 

“T also supported and voted for 
requiring competency standards for 
students.’ 

Teachers should strike only as a 
last resort, the 31-year-old Rancho 
Cucamonga resident said. ‘‘I believe 
people in jobs that are not life- 
threatening should have the right to 
strike. Teachers are in that 
category. But it is a mechanism that 
should only be used when all else 
fails.” 

The final speaker was Bobby G. 
Little, a language specialist from 
Ontario. 

Little said he was running for the 
school board because “I’ve always 
been interested in education and 
think we have some problems 
here.” 

He said he was willing to devote 40 
to 50 hours a week to the school 
board, ‘‘weekends included.” 

‘‘My major concern is the quality 
of education overall,’’ he said. “‘I’m 
dissatisfied with bilingual education 
throughout the state, especially 
English as a second language 
programs.” 

Following the forum, WEPEC 
endorsed incumbents Bonneville 
and Sarrio for the two open four- 
year seats. 

WEPEC President Kathy Kinley 
said the incumbents were selected 
because ‘‘they’ve proven 
themselves to be sympathetic to our 
issues and they understand our 
problems.” 

The election is Nov. 6. Candidates 
not appearing at the forum were 
Robert Blair, Carol Confer, Vernon

Upland council approve office complex

After working out final conditions 
with the project sponsors, the 
Upland City Council approved plans 
late Thursday afternoon for a $6 
million, condominium-style office 
complex. 

The council action apparently 
ends a long history of controversy at 
the location, the south side of 
Foothill Boulevard at Mulberry 
Avenue. 

Over the years, residents living in 
the area of Golden Rain Street south 
of the project have objected to 
proposals for multistory buildings 
on the land, including a plan during 
the 1960s for a six-story structure. 

However, they said at recent 
meetings they did not want to see 
the property continue to remain va- 
cant. 

Mayor George Gibson commented 
Thursday, ‘‘I think we will have an 
excellent project that probably is 
the (best) project we can ever have 
to be compatible with the residents 
of Golden Rain. 

‘Council has worked to ensure 
that the project that is proposed will 
be the one that is developed. We 
have made those conditions.”’ 

With Frank Hoover absent, the 


council unanimously approved the 
project’s conditional-use permit and 
tentative tract map. 

Nearby residents generally prais- 
ed the design of the condominium of- 
fice buildings, a relatively recent 
concept, but more opposed than sup- 
ported the sponsors’ request to 
abandon the short stretch of 
Mulberry that splits the property. 

In the key vote Sept. 4, the council 
approved the street vacation but 
made its vote contingent on retain- 
ing road access for the public 
through the development. 

Revised plans reviewed Monday 
night struck a compromise solution, 
giving road access on the perimeter 
of the five-acre project and reducing 
the nuraber of buildings from 18 to 
15. 

However, project sponsors retain- 
ed the overall floor area by adding 
mezzanines to six of the buildings. 

Some of the key conditions for ap- 
proval of the project focused on 
guaranteeing road access. A formal 
public hearing will be held Oct. 15 on 
the abandonment of Mulberry. 

City Attorney Donald Maroney 
noted that resolution for abandon- 
ment, expected to pass, would not be 
filed until the recordation of the 
final tract map, when the project is 


well along. 

He added that provisions requir- 
ing the posting of two surety bonds 
also guarantee access. One bond is 
for the public easement through the 
project; the other would be used to 
reconstruct Mulberry should con- 
struction start but the project fail 
later. 

The landowner is Alex Tobin, and 
the developer is Birtcher Pacific of 
Santa Ana. The architectural firm of 
Leason Pomeroy Associates of 
Orange represented both during 
most of the public hearings. 

Douglas Anderson of Birtcher 
Pacific estimated sales of the 
buildings at $6 million. The firm will 
sell the buildings, but lease the land 
under 55-year agreements, retaining 
ownership. 

The council scheduled the meeting 
Thursday instead of postponing 
plans until October after Anderson 
said delay would pose financing 
problems. 

The council made some minor:ad- 
justments in the conditions for ap- 
proval outlined Monday night. City 
Manager Lee Travers said a method 
of ensuring access for emergency 
vehicles through the project during 
construction could be handled by 
city staff.

Students serve hospital residents

Frowning with concentration, the 
young girl strained to carefully push 
Truman Reeves in his wheelchair up 
a ramp at Suntown Convalescent 
Hospital in Montclair 

But the satisfaction 14-year-old 
Lori Lippe received from seeing 66- 
year-old Reeves’ warm smile of 
gratitude was worth the effort 

Other students may have relaxed 
during the summer, but not Lori and 
her classmates from Serrano Junior 
High School in Montclair. 

They volunteered to work at con- 
valescent hospitals and retirement 
homes in the West End through a 
student program called Volunteens. 

Sponsored by the junior high 
school and coordinated by counselor 
Carol Bremer, the organization 
boasts participation by 50 students 
who donate nearly 2,000 hours of 
their time every year. 

That's more than any other stu- 
dent volunteer organization in the 
county, Mrs. Bremer said. 

Several students donated a signifi- 
cant amount of time to local conva- 
lescent homes during the past year, 
including 13-year-old Lesley Robin- 
son, who was recently honored for 
202 total hours of service. 

Lesley, Lori and 14-year-old Kim 
White sat with several patients 
they'd served during the year, in- 
cluding Reeves, a paraplegic who is 
also president of the hospital's pa- 
tient advisory council, and %&-year- 
old Eleanor Rees, also confined to a 
wheelchair. 

“They work real well with the pa- 
tients here.’ said Reeves, smiling 
at Lori. ‘I could never find fault 
with any of them.” 

Smiling back at Reeves, Lori 
added, ‘‘It’s like being adopted. We 
get close to the patients as much as 
they get close to us.” 

But you really have to want to 
work and get involved to get some- 
thing out of it, she said. 

Classmate Kim White agreed. ‘‘It 
takes a lot of my time, but I come 
because I think it’s important.” 

The volunteens serve food, give 
baths, make beds, read letters, run 
errands, assist hurses on minor 
medical calls and generally visit 
with patients who have no one else 
to talk to, said Patty Alber, hospital 
activities director. 

“It sounds like little things but 
, they're really a big help,” Miss Alb- 

er said. They also assist greatly dur- 

, me special programs and events, 

» She said. 

4 Patients need the special atten- 
tion, Lori said. ‘It seems like they 
get a lot of (medical) help, but not 
much one-to-one contact,’’ she said 

An orientation is given by nursing 
supervisors to volunteens before 
they start work so they know what is 
expected of them and so they don’t 
get caught in situations they can’t 
handle, according to Ben Davis, hos- 
pital administrator. 

The Volunteen program is some- 
times difficult to work with, he said, 
not because students are uncoopera- 
tive but because they are inexpe- 
rienced. 

“These girls are so full of wanting 
to give of themselves but until we 
help them, they don’t know how to 
go about it,’’ Davis said 

“They have yet to overcome their 
shyness and bridge the gap of com- 
munication with older people.’ Da- 
vis said. But this is necessary 
because “many times older people 
just won't make the first move.” 

Bridging the communication gap 
benefits both the girls and the pa- 
tients. Davis added. ‘‘We have some 
that are really withdrawn, but when 
they see the girls they really open 
up 

“They're always on the job, al- 
ways with a smile, and they work 
real well for the patients,’’ Reeves 
said. “You couldn’t ask for more.”’

A mass juvenile delin- 
quency diversion. program 
involving up to 50,000 chil- 
drei is being launched in 
the*West End. 

e program, focusing on 
thework of Bill Gray, 44, of 
Montclair, known to hun- 
dréds of thousands of 
youngsters as ‘‘Uncle Bill,” 
is an expansion of a project 
undertaken by Montclair in 
April. 

It was presented in Chino 
to 0 invited community 
leaffers from all parts of the 
Weft End last week and re- 
ceived support from the 
county, from the judiciary 
and from the schools 

Montclair Mayor Harold 
Hayes told the leaders that 
the project has proved to be 
“very beneficial’ to his 
corimunity. John  Ingro, 
presiding judge of the San 
Befnardino County Juvenile 
Court, said he was behind it. 
And Duane Stiff, superin- 
tendent of the Chino Unified 
School District, said he was 
“‘more than amenable’ to 
bringing it to the attention 
of school trustees. 

What Gray hopes to do in 
the West End is reach every 
boy and girl between 7 and 
12 with his anti-vandalism 
message and to enlist their 
help in fighting delinquen- 
cy. He has tried the pro- 
gram elsewhere with 
apparent success. 

‘don’t lecture them on 
anything,’ he explains. ‘‘I 
don’t talk down to them. I 
ask them to help. The re- 
sponse has been most grat- 
ifying.”’ 

The program has worked 
in Montclair and in Bell, 
where it began, as well as in 
Compton, Lawndale, Domi- 
nguez, Carson, Sanger, 
Fresno, and other commu- 
nities where Gray has held 
mass rallies for 2,000 to 7,- 
000 children. For the most 
part, the youngsters have 
beén bused to a central au- 
ditérium by a school dis- 
triét or a civic organization. 

Gray calls his project 

"“Uncle Bill's Youth ee 
’ Program”’ in which ‘‘van- 
‘ dals aren’t heroes pa 
more.”’ To help save trees 
from damage, schools from 
arson and buildings from 
defacement, he calls on his 
young friends for support. 
Those who agree to help are 
given identification cards 
appointing them Uncle 
ai detectives. 
How well does it work? 
“The other day there was 
a ‘break-in at a Sanger 
school,’’ Gray said. ‘‘Twen- 
ty-three youngsters came 


forth to identify the culprit.. 






The school officials said 
they had never seen any- 
thing like it.’’ 

Selling the program re- 
quires charisma and, based 
on: his slide presentation, 
Gray has plenty of that.

not become set toward a life 
of vandalism or crime,” he 
said. ‘Statistics show that 
two out of three criminals 
start in their early years by 
damaging a tree or some 
other minor thing.” 

It was his attempt to save 
ttees in Bell that apparently 
got Gray started on his pro- 
gram six years ago. At that 
time he was in the public re- 
lations business and was 
asked by the school district 
there to devise a program 
to combat vandals who 
were damaging or destroy- 
ing trees, 

“T went to the children 
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and tried to show them that 
trees lived, just like people 
and that when plants were 
damaged they hurt, too. The 
kids understood that a lot 
more than statistics and 
money,” he explained. 

Some of the children vol- 
unteered to help protect the 
trees and vandalism be- 
came unpopular in Bell. 

From there, Gray want 
on to fighting arson at the 
schools. 

“T told the children that 
when a classroom burned 
down, there were animals 
in cages that were burned to 
death. The youngsters may 


have been indifferent to the 
fire, but they were upset 
about the animals.” 


Gray has visited more 
than a dozen communities 
since then, planting the 
seeds of law and order. He 
moved to Montclair two 
years ago and began a pro- 
gram there six months ago. 


Supervisor Robert 
Townsend, who is sponsor- 
ing the program, said ef- 
forts are still under way on 
the county level to organize 
a task force to combat gang 


violence.

Midwest tent show actress back on stage

In 1930, Irish Hollingsworth joined 
a traveling tent show in the midwest 
as a piano player. 

Shortly afterward, she was doing 
various acting roles in the Kennedy 
Sisters Tent Show which traveled 
throughout Iowa, Kansas, Texas, 
Oklahoma and other midwest 
states. 

Currently, Iris is playing one of 
the batty Brewster sisters in 
“Arsenic and Old Lace’ at the 
Claremont Playhouse. 

‘When the tent show played in my 
Kansas hometown, they were look- 
ing for a piano player,’ Mrs. 
Hollingsworth said. ‘‘Someone men- 
tioned me and I did play one or two 
nights there.”’ 

Iris was asked to join the troupe, 
but said, ‘‘My parents said, ‘No!’ 
but then they let me go as long as we 
didn’t go more than 10 or 12 miles

from home..’’ 

As it worked out the actress said, 
the tent show manager’s daughter 
was the same age, 18, so the girls 
roomed together. Iris stayed with 
the show until 1946 when it folded 
up. 
My first part was a maid,” she 
said, ‘‘but later I played in the big 
show at that time, ‘John Slater,’ and 
wore a wig to look older.’’ 

Mrs. Hollingsworth said she learn- 
ed a new part every day. There were 
20 company members and a 10-piece 
orchestra. The tent show would stay 
in each town a week, and she said, 
“The Kennedy Sisters Tent Show 
was famous in the midwest at that 
time.”’ 

In the cast was A.J. 
Hollingsworth, known as ‘‘Hollie.”’ 
He played all sorts of characters, 
but was known for his ‘‘Toby com- 
edy.”’

iris explained a ‘‘Toby’’ comic as 


being the red-haired country boy. 
Iris would do ‘‘Susie’’ parts. These 
characters came out in the 
vaudeville-type performances the 
troupe would do after the regular 
plays. 

Love blossomed between Iris and 
“Hollie,’’ and they were married 
two years after meeting. 

The tent show continued its tours 
until 1946 when it disbanded. The 
Hollingsworths bought a ranch in 
Oklahoma and retired from show 
business. Mrs. Hollingsworth took 
evening classes in a business 
college. She had gained some ac- 
counting knowledge beforehand 
since she kept the books for the 
show. 

Early in the 1960s, Iris came to 
California to visit and recover from 
a respiratory problem. While here, 
she was offered a job with the Prin- 
ting Employees Credit Union. 

“‘We decided to sell the ranch and 


move to California,”’ Iris said. She 
was with the Printing Employees 
Credit Union for over six years, 
then became manager of the 
General Telephone Credit Union. 
After seven years there, Iris 
retired. 

“I said to myself when I retire, 
I’m going to get into a community 
theater group,” she said. 

Iris Hollingsworth met Nedra 
Volz of Upland (television sitcom 
and commercial actress) and ‘‘we 
had a great visit — we’re both old 
tent show people,’’ Iris said. ‘‘Nedra 
told me the Gallery Theater needed 
a grandmother for ‘Five on a 
Honeymoon.’ I got the part.’’ 

When she learned the Claremont 
Playhouse was having tryouts for 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” Iris went 
to the auditions and was selected to 
play Martha Brewster. ‘‘She’s the 
one who dishes out the arsenic,’’ Iris 
said.

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Money problems 





Tough for the arts 


at community level 


Providing cultural opportunities at the 
community level is a major struggle. And 
it’s tougher than ever these days in the 
wake of Proposition 13. 

Community theaters, opera, symphony 
associations and museums depend on vol- 
unteers, donors, box officie receipts and, 
in some cases, tax money from city cof- 
fers. But those city funds have largely 
dried up since Proposition 13 was ap- 
proved by voters more than a year ago 

Art associations appear to be the most 
financially stable, primarily because they 
mainly rely on membership fees to fi- 
nance activities. Groups that provide en- 
tertainment and historical education, 
meanwhile, admit they ‘“‘live from hand to 
mouth.”’ 

While it has been several years since the 
West End Symphony Association has held 
a major public concert, the group strug- 
gles annually to provide two back-to-back 
youth concerts for school children. 

Persistance and volunteers have been 
responsible for the two operas each season 
produced by the West End Opera Associa- 
tion. One of the few opera groups in Cali- 
fornia, the local association has been 
active since 1966. 

Survival of the area’s five community 
theaters hinges on smash hits and favor- 
able reviews, directors admit. These thea- 
ter groups rely on amateur actors to 
produce a wide selection of musicals, dra- 
ma and light comedies. 

The West End’s two museums — one a 
community center, the other on a college 
campus — also have financial problems.

Ironically, while long-estbalished 
groups suffer, the federal government has 
handed a $75,000 grant to the city of Onta- 
rio to establish a local civic light opera 
company. Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act money will keep that 
project going through the next year. 

Grants to the Valley Community Thea- 
ter, West End Opera Association and the 
West End Symphony Association are near- 
ly always rejected, spokesmen complain. 

Local theater groups seem to have the 
most financial difficulties. Most exist on 
shoestring budgets and a ‘‘flop”’ at the box 
office can be devastating. 

‘We live from hand to mouth, but we’ve 
managed to pay our bills,” said Tricia 
Wechsberg, president of the board of di- 
rectors of the Valley Community Theater. 

Ticket sales and membership dues, she 
explained, pay directors, musicians, roy- 
alties and set production expenses. 

‘We have asked (the city of) Pomona 
for a $2,500 grant for next year,” said 
Wechsberg. ‘I don’t know if we'll get it. 
We have had private donations but not al- 
ways.” 

VCT received a federal grant in 1977, 
but it was not renewable. 

The oldest non-profit community thea- 
ter in the area, VCT may soon lose its 
home in Pomona’s Indian Hill Village 
shopping center. Many tenants there may 
be forced to leave as the mall expands and 
remodels. 

The Gallery Theater, which moved to 
downtown Ontario from Upland five years 
ago, has experienced similar financial dif-

ficulties over the years. 

“It’s been up and down since we came 
to Ontario,’ said Mark Shipley, owner, 
producer and director. ‘‘We were starting 
to do nice things when we were on Foothill 
Boulevard in Upland, but we’ve been bur- 
ied here. I hope that when the new civic 
center is completed, we'll catch up.”’ 

The Gallery also depends on its box of- 
fice. Ticket sales slump after a bad review 
and soar after a good one, Shipley admits. 

In Claremont, the Actors Repertory 
Theater, a non-profit endeavor, took over 
the Claremont Playhouse in 1977 after the 
group which opened the theater failed af- 
ter its first year. 

“Tt has been a struggle to survive,’ said 
Malcolm Atterbury Jr., one of the two di- 
rectors and managers of the ART. The 
other is David Roon. 

“‘David and I haven’t had salaries since 
May,” Atterbury added. ART has estab- 
lished a Stage Society guild to ensure a 
brighter financial future. 

‘‘We’d do more musicals, but they are 
so expensive to run. This place calls for an 
orchestra and that’s expensive,’ Atter- 
bury said. But successful childrens’ pro- 
ductions during the past summer pulled 
the theater group out of its slump, he 
added. 

At the Mummers Playhouse in Fontana, 
players pay when the audience doesn’t 
materialize.

“It’s been a struggle from play to play,” 
said Ann Beattie, publicity chairman. ‘“‘We 
receive no independent funds and what we 
don’t raise through the box office, the 
mémbers pool out of their pockets.’’ 

Only directors and set designers are 
paid by the Mummers. 

““We try to keep set costs under $100. 
And we borrow from other theaters,’’ 
Beattie said. 

The newest addition to the community 
theater realm is Greg Hinrichsen’s The 
Little Theater next to The Gallery in Onta- 
rio. 

“‘T haven't had any financial help,” said 
Hinrichsen. “It’s all my money going into 
this theater — and at this point, I’m barely 
surviving.” 

Hardest hit by Proposition 13, mainly 
because most of its operating funds are de- 
rived from the state is the theater arts de- 
partment at Chaffey College. 

“We are funded for a certain amount 
and box office money must last the rest of 
the year. We don’t know what this year’s 
budget will be — enough to do two regular 
productions. Before Proposition 13, we did 
four or five,” said Ralph Strane, a drama 
instructor. 

Last fall, Strane and other volunteers 
staged a haunted house for Halloween to 
raise money for the department. 

*“‘We cleared $11,000 — but never again. 
It was too much work,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the 15-year-old West End 
Opera Association exists from year to 
year, barely meeting expenses, says asso- 
ciation chairman Vera Vai. 

Proposition 13 also directly affected this 
group because the Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District has now found it nec- 
essary to charge for the use of Gardiner 
Spring Auditorium where the operas are 
presented. Previously, the use of the audi- 
toritum had been free. 

“Now it costs us around $1,000 for the 
week before and the night of the produc- 
tion,’”’ Vai said. 

Operas are expensive to produce — 
about $24,000 for the two the association 
presents each year. Principal singers, the 
stage director, the conductor and guild or- 
chestra members must all be paid, Via ex- 
plained. 

For this year, the association is present- 
ly $4,000 short of its budget. 

“We are never secure. The West End 
Opera Guild has helped considerably, but 
we count on ticket sales, which have not 
been up.” 

We have applied for state grants three 
times, but received no response,” said 
Via. ‘‘Ontario has never given us any mon- 
ey, but Upland gave us $1,500.” 

Financial problems have forced ‘the 
West End Symphony Association to cancel 
major concerts for several years. 

But the 18-year-old organization, led by 
Betty Frye, has managed to give free con- 
certs each spring for 16 years to thousands 
of elementary school children in the West 
End. The Chaffey College Trust Fund and a 
musicians’ union have supported youth 
concerts for the last four years. 

“We have been given $1,200 by the city 
of Upland for the 1979-80 season,” said 
Frye. ‘We hope to have a regular adult 
concert this spring, probably in Upland.” 

Meanwhile, arrangements are being 
made with Cal Poly Pomona to utilize the 
university musicians with the West End 
Symphony board providing promotion. 

“It reached the point where hiring musi- 
cians for the orchestra cost more than 
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and Laura, Daniel and Steven Goetsch. Bowers sang the 
sacristan’s role in the West End Opera Association 
production last May. 


$6,000," Frye said. ‘‘With the university 
arrangement, the school will pick up a 
good deal of the cost and we will have a 
symphony to offer the community.” 

Even the Pomona Valley Community 
Concerts, now in its 27th year, has money 
problems. The organization offers many 
different forms of classical entertainment 
through an advance membership drive 
each year. 

“It has been a struggle getting mem- 
bers, but a lot of people don’t know about 
it (the concert series). We need culture in 
this community. The cultural level of the 
community directly affects the type of 
peopie you are going to attract to move 
here,’’ said Campbell Nelson, president of 
the group. 

Donations from the cities of Upland, 
Montclair and Ontario have helped the 
Chaffey Community Cultural Center and 
Museum survive since it was organized in 
1965. 

‘‘We never have had a lot of money. But 
we have had many expenses,” said Bea- 
trice Riggs, who served as president of the 
museum during its first 10 years. 

Other financial support for the museum 
which features local and western mem- 
orabilia, comes from family mem 
berships, inheritances, gifts and 
occasional fund-raising events. 

The Rex W. Wignall Gallery-Museum at 
Chaffey College was ‘‘cut to the quick” by 
Proposition 13, said Ginger Eaton, acting 
director. 

‘We are living on public donations and 
the $7,000 given by the school,’’ she said. 
‘Before Proposition 13, we were given 
$30,000. Without public support and vol- 
unteer help we couldn't survive.”’ 

Not all groups face money problems, 
however. Art groups, which apparently 
have fewer expenses than other organiza- 
tions, appear to be doing well 

The Chaffey Community Art Associa- 
tion is ‘“‘thriving,’’ according to Robert 
George, president. The 41-year-old art 
group hopes to have its first permanent 
gallery when the present Ontario City Hall 
is converted to a museum after a new city 
hall opens next month. 

The group exists entirely on mem- 
bership fees. 

‘We are an altruistic group and work to 
provide scholarships by different fund- 
raising events,’ explained Mildred Wolfe, 
publicity chairman. 

Associated Artists, another local organ- 
ization, relies on its yearly dues to provide 
monthly demonstrations by guest artists 
for its members, said publicity chairman 
Ruth Pritchett. 

The second largest art association in 
Southern California, the Fontana Art As- 
sociation has a permanent gallery and col- 
lects a percentage of all sales to help fund 
its program.

Claremont audience 
hears Dalai Lama

An overflow crowd at Bridge’s 
Auditorium in Claremont Sunday 
heard the Dalai Lama — religious 
and political leader of the world’s 6 
million Tibetan Buddhists — stress 
the need for compassion. 

And although the God king’s first 
visit to this country is considered 
non-political, his speech carried 
references to the suffering of his 
Tibetan people and dealing with 
enemies. 

The Dalai Lama is considered to 
be the 14th reincarnation of the 
Bodhisatva Avalokitesvara of 
compassion and mercy. The 44-year- 
old Dalai Lama fled his native Tibet 
in 1959 following an unsuccessful 
revolt against Chinese Communist 
troops. He has been living in exile in 
Dharamsala, India since then. 

The State Department has 
discouraged the Dalai Lama from 
coming to this country since 1971 
because of sensitive relations with 
China, but last year he was granted 
i visa 

It is the first visit ever by a Dalai 
Lama to this country 

The 49-day visit to the United 
States has generated some 
speculation that he is considering an 
end to his 20-year exile 

The afternoon program at 
Claremont College featured two 
films and chanting of Tibetan hymns 
before the exiled leader made his 
appearance on stage 

The Dalai Lama was well 
received by the crowd in the stifling 
hot and humid auditorium. Those 
who had not purchased the $10 
tickets for the event stood outside 
side doors to hear the talk and catch 
a glimpse of the smiling man. 

As the Dalai Lama walked onto 
the stage. a high-shrilled hum came 
over the public address system. 

There is definitely a new energy in 
the room,’ said introductory 
speaker J. Bruce Long. 

Long is director of the Blaisdell 
Institute. which, along with the 
School of Theology at Claremont, 
sponsored the leader’s visit to 
Claremont 

Attired in a crimson robe and 
street shoes, the Dalai Lama talked 
for about 45 minutes alternating 
between his own broken and heavily 
accented English and the use of two 
interpreters 


The Dalai Lama told the audience 
that everyone has a basic want to be 
happy and to be without sufferings. 

“In a deep sense we are all the 
same,” he said. ‘‘With this feeling 
we can experience real mental 
peace and satisfaction.” 

‘Without inner peace there’s no 
possibility to enjoy yourself. 
Material comfort is absolutely 
neecessary...but at the same time it 
cannot produce ‘inner peace.’ he 
continued. 

The essense of Buddhism was put 
into two sentences by the Dalai 
Lama. “‘If possible you must serve 
another. And, if not, you must not 
harm another.” 

He stressed the need for people to 
understand the ‘‘limitless others” 
since they are more important than 
‘your single, selfish self.”’ 

‘In this way I come gradually to 
see that others are more important 
than one’s self.”’ he said 

‘His Holiness,’ as he is referred 
to. said people should never lose 
‘deep compassion.’ He said on the 
surface a person may lose his 
compassion at times, much as a 
parent who takes ‘rough action” 
against a child. 

He then went on to say that 
enemies can be a ‘‘very important” 
and ‘‘precious’’ thing. 

“You can learn a lot from. your 
enemies.”’ he said, “‘they give you 
the best opportunity to develop inner 
strength. Therefore, an enemy is 
something valuable.” 

The need for world unity, 
harmony and peace was also 
stressed 

“Small nations, weak nations, 
may not take bold steps. So stronger 
nations — your own nation — had 
better.”’ he said 

In closing, the Dalai Lama said we 
are able to ‘‘train the mind 
limitlessly"” to bring out the good 
qualities of the mind. 


He made reference to the 
Claremont Colleges flag which has 
five lamps on it representing the 
five colleges. By joining the five 
lamps together you ‘‘have the 
ability to get rid of more darkness.” 


In the same way, he said, with 
more inner light created by 
bringing out the “good qualities”’ of 
the mind, people will be able to get 
rid of the “inner darkness” he 
called ignorance.

This past week, Robert Quincey 
@ssumed his new post as the air- 
ort’s manager, replacing John 
ickinson who was promoted to 
anager at Los Angeles Inter- 
tional Aairport. 
“T feel great about it ... it’s a good 
ove. It’s a good opportunity,” 
quincey said of his new position. 
For Quincey, it has taken a long 
‘limb to reach where he is today. 
Coming out of the Air Force, 
Quincey started out with the Los 
Angeles Department of Airports as 
1 security officer at Van Nuys Air- 
ort in 1956. 
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Started as security officer at Van Nuys 


What Quincey describes as his 
“first, real big step’’ came in 1970 
when he went from senior security 
officer at Van Nuys to superinten- 
dent of operations at LAX. 

Working up through the civil ser- 
vice exam process, Quincey took 
over the post at LAX during a ‘‘very 
exciting time.” 

The early ‘70s brought hijackings, 
demonstrations, bomb threats and 
other things which resulted in the 
airport tightening security and com- 
ing up with new procedures 

In 1975, Quincey was given an 
emergency appointment as 
manager of Van Nuys Airport and 
he was later successful in being per- 
manently named to the job. 

Although the job at Ontario is a 
step up, Quincey’s post at Van Nuys 
left him with responsibility for the 
third busiest airport in the nation 





and the busiest general aviation air- 
port in the country. 

Quincey has not had time to think 
about any plans for the airport other 
than those already in the works. 

Workers are currently in the final 
phase of parking lot remodeling and 
the recent use of “tugs’’ to push 
planes out from the boarding gates 
has also increased the number of 
plane parking spaces. 

A new runway to be located 
parallel and to the south of the pre- 
sent runway should begin construc- 
tion soon if some hurdles can be 
cleared. The runway could handle 
the larger and quieter wide-bodied 
aircraft by 1980 if work is started 
soon. 

Other airport plans include a new 
air freight terminal and a new 
passenger terminal. 

Quincey said he doesn’t have any 


information on the need for an 
Archibald Avenue tunnel under the 
new runway as traffic must now 
loop around the east end of the air- 
port in a snake-like route. 

“Tt will see nothing but growth,”’ 
Quincey says of Ontario’s airport. 
He explains that people are concern- 
ed today with time and flying is the 
fastest mode of trarsportation. 

“T also see airports like this one as 
a huge benefit to any community,” 
he said, as it would bring money and 
jobs into the area. 

With Los Angeles International 
nearing capactiy (it handled 40 
million passengers last year), On- 
tario takes on a greater importance. 

Ontario had over 2 million 
passengers last year and it has an 
ultimate planned capacity to handle 
six times that amount. 

Quincey said Ontario relieves

LAX to some extent, but it is not the 
ideal one to relieve congestion 
there. 

A new airport along the coast in 
Orange County would be. ideally 
suited to relieve LAX, Quincey said, 
and officials. are looking at such a 
possibility. Palmdale International 
Airport also has an important part 
in relieveing congestion. 


Quincey is still helping out at Van 
Nuys Airport until a new manager 
can be named and assumes that 
post. 


Once that happens (in four or five 
months), the airport manager plans 
to move here from his Sepulveda 
home with his wife Carrole.

The tests are required un- 
der state law to insure that 
California students are 
graduating from high school 
with the basic survival 
skills required in modern 
society. 

School officials reporting 
the scores — unusually low 
for a Claremont district 
which annually scores high- 


est of all the local districts 
on all other standardized 
tests required by the state 
— were quick to point out 
that the district could have 
obtained higher test scores 
by offering a different kind 
of test. 

Results reported Monday 
were not from multiple 
choice tests, but from tests 
“designed to require the ap- 
plication of basic skills to 
everyday adult situations,”’ 
officials said. 


Results showed only 40 
percent (439) CHS students 
passing the computation 
test while 60 percent (645) 
did not pass. Only 21 per- 
cent (12) San Antonio High 
School students passed the 
computation test while 79 
percent (45) did not pass. 

Scores in other areas 
were much better. At CHS, 
78 percent (858) passed the 
reading comprehension 
while 22 percent(236) did 
not pass.

Non nutritive crude 
fiber is the term used on 
package labels to describe 
the fiber content of foods. 
Crude fiber refers to the 
amount of fiber residue 
remaining after a food has 
been treated in a laboratory 
with alkali and acid. Our 
digestive system is not as 
efficient in breaking down 
fiber. The amount of fiber 
remaining after digestion is 
considerably more than the 
amount remaining after 
this crude fiber laboratory 
test.

Millions are afflicted with 
unchecked hypertension —

Is your blood pressure 
skyrocketing lately? 

Has it been checked, or do 
you put it off? Is it some- 
thing you would just as soon 
not think about? 

Recent estimates show 
that about 23 million of us 
have hypertension or high 
blood pressure, but only 
around three million people 
are getting adequate 
treatment for it. 

Fortunately, it can be 
treated effectively, but first 
its presence must be 
recognized. in the 
individual. If you go 
unchecked you may have it, 
and not know it. 

Often called ‘‘the silent 
killer,” because its victim 
is unaware of its existence, 
it can cause strokes, heart 
disease and even kidney 
failure. 

As people grow older, the 
menace of hypertension in- 
creases. The combination of 
increasing weight and 
advancing age can more 
than double the chances of 
developing high blood 
pressure, and America is 
getting older and fatter. If 
emotional stresses exist 
along with the other 
contributing factors, the 
chances of galloping 
hypertension are increased 
again. 

Who doesn’t have stress 
today? The news seems 
unendingly bad. Many 
people react to such 
pressures by going to the 
refrigerator for solace. 
Their blood pressures soar,

along with their weight. 

Intellectually, they know 
that answers to the 
problems do not lie in food, 
but emotionally it takes 
their mind temporarily off 
the stress. 

Individually, we can take 
better physical care of 
ourselves. Each one of us 
can become aware of the 
dangers we face with 
physical deterioration. High 
blood pressure is just such a 
symptom. 

There are many blood 
pressure monitoring 
devices available. Some are 
very inexpensive, but may 
be way off in accuracy, so 
you may not be able to 
depend upon the readings. 

The safest and best way is 
to get a qualified, yearly 
check-up. There are many 
free clinics around that will 
provide accurate blood 
pressure readings, on 
request. 

Simple changes in 
your diet will help 
if your pressure is 
up. Omitting salt, salty 
foods and monosodium glu- 
tamate (often called a 
flavor enhancer ) will be the 
first steps to change. 

Lemon juice and grated 
lemon rind add zest to 
lowered salt diets. Herbs 
and spices can also help add 
interesting flavors, when 
salt is omitted. Salt 
substitutes are available in 
markets and drug stores. 
Salt (sodium) can cause 
fluid retention which can 
push pressure up. 

If you are overweight and 
also have hypertension, 
nutritional weight reduction 
is the major factor in

Fad 
diets that cause only a 
“‘quick’’ fluid loss and 
result in dehydration with 
no loss of fat itself are not 
good enough. Habits of 
eating must be permanent- 
ly changed to control return 
of the weight, and reduce 
the blood pressure levels. 

Your doctor can 
prescribe medications that 
also help keep blood 
pressures in check. 

I urge all my readers to 
check your blood pressures 
now before you become a 
victim of the silent killer. 

Dear Shirley: I am 59 
years old, weigh 220 pounds 
and have gout. I am on 
medication for the gout, and 
it controls it pretty well, but 
my big problem is sugar. I 
crave it all the time, and 
cannot seem to leave it 
alone, What do you suggest?

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OPEN DAILY FROM 11:30 
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Tomatoes range in size 
from the huge beefsteak 
variety which grace the 
salad bowl, sitting color- 
fully beside lettuce and 
peppers, etc. to the deli- 
cately proportioned 
‘“‘cherry’’ variety to the 
pear shaped ones. The tart 
green tomatoes that are 
pickled in brine have a cult 
all their own, devoted to its 
acidulous taste. 

Tomatoes are literally 
bursting in Vitamin A and C 
and the riper they get the 
more generous the supply of 
the latter. 

The luscious tomato has 
added more to the already 
broad spectrum of foods 
than most others, and 
without ‘‘spreading’’ itself 
too thin. For example, we 
use it for paste, catsup, 
soup, relish and sauces. It 
can be eaten raw, stewed, 
baked or broiled. Canned 
tomatoes, of course, are 
always in demand and are 
used in many ways. 

And what a boon to the 
tomato industry is 
America’s current ‘‘Bloody 
Revolution.” A transplan- 
ted Frenchman named 
Fernand L. Petiot began 
experimenting with vodka 
drinks while working at 
Harry’s New. York Bar in 
Paris, in the early twenties. 
Later he came to America 
to work as a bartender at 
the St. Regis Hotel and 
brought his recipe with him. 

He called it a ‘‘Red

No matter how you say it 


Snapper”’ which in the last 
two decades has come forth 
as a ‘‘Bloody Mary,” vodka 
or gin with tomato juice. As 
you might expect with any 
drink as much-called-for, 
new varieties have come 
along. In Canada a “Bloody 
Caesar’ was created at the 
famed Calgary Stampede 
and has now surpassed 
“Mary” as No. 1, North of 
the Border. It’s made with 
Clamato (tomato juice and 
clam broth) and is much 
“‘lighter’’ according to its 
devotees. Beefamato, a 
combination of beef broth 
and tomato juice, makes 
another ideal base to be 
“encouraged’’ by gin or 
vodka. It’s just great as a 
brunchtime beverage. 

The tomato made its first 
appearance aiong the Andes 
mountains dotting the 
hillsides from Peru, 
through Bolivia to Equador. 
Cultivated in Mexico, it 
became a staple in the diet 
of the earliest Indians. 
Different dialects labeled 


the tomato as ‘‘tomati,” 
“tomatl,’’ ‘‘tomatte,’’ or 
“‘tomatas.”’ 


By 1554, when the tomato 
reached European shores, it 
was called ‘‘Pomi D’Ore”’ 
or apple of gold and in Italy 
and Spain, ‘‘love apples’’ 
became a traditional dish, 
tomatoes boiled with 
pepper, salt and oil. In 
England and France, the 
‘“‘Pomme D’Amor’’ was 
grown purely for orna- 
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mental use and became a 
symbol of love. It is said 
that Sir Walter Raleigh 
presented a tomato as a 
token of his affection to the 
first Queen Elizabeth. 
(There was just no end to 
that fellow’s gracious- 
ness).

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND AMENDING GENERAL 
RESTRICTIONS ON THE USE OF

The City Council of the City of 
Upiand does hereby ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1. Paragraph 1 of Sec- 
tion 7540.2 of the Upland Municipal 
Code beginning with the word ‘‘ex- 
cept” and ending with the word 
“engineer” is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“Except as hereinafter provided, 
it shall be unlawful for any person 
to discharge or to cause to be dis- 
charged into the community sewer 


| system or any opening leading to a 


community sewer of the City any of 
the following enumerated sub- 
stances in quantities or volume 
which will in the opinion of the City 
Engineer obstruct the flow of 
sewage in the sewer, which will 
cause clogging of/or adversely 
affect a sewage pump or sewage 
sludge pump or community sewer 
system or which will in any way in- 
terfere with the normal operation of 
the sewage treatment plant. Any 
person who has presently at the 
time of the enactment of this or- 
dinance a drain connection of his 
swimming pool to the City sewer in- 
stalled under a valid permit issued 
by the City shall be exempt from 
the prohibitions of this section for 
discharge of his swimming pool into 
the City sewer through said connec- 
tion. The City Engineer may re- 
quire of the person making said dis- 
charge or proposing to make said 
discharge into the community 
sewer system that said person sub- 
mit to the City Engineer all infor- 
mation relating to the discharge to 
the end that the City Engineer may 
determine what quantities or 
volume, if any, of the following sub- 
stances the City Engineer may 
allow to be discharged and the cir- 
cumstances of said discharge. The 
substances which are the subject of 
this section are as follows.” 

SECTION 2. Subsection (e) of 
Section 7540.2 of the Upland 
Municipal Code is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

“(e) Any rain water, ground 
water, street drainage, subsurface 
drainage, roof drainage, yard 
drainage, water from fountains, 
ponds or lawn sprays, or any other 
type of surface water, including 
swimming pools, wading pools, and 
therapy pools.” 

SECTION 8. The Upland 
Municipal Code is hereby amended 
by adding thereto Section 7230.5 to 
read as follows: 

‘*7230.5 Swimming Pool 
Discharge Into Streets. No person 
shall discharge swimming pool 
water into any public street, storm 
drain or natural water course 
without the written permission of 
the City Engineer. Said permission 
may be obtained by written applica- 
tion to the City Engineer stating the 
date on which the discharge may oc- 
cur together with the time and the 
expected point of discharge. In the 
event that the applicant expects to 
use a natural water course which is 
not owned by him or which is not in 
the public domain, the applicant 
shall show the written consent of 
the owner to said discharge. The 
City Engineer may uire such 
other information as he deems 
necessary from time to time as a 
condition to the granting of said 
application and may impose such 
conditions as he may deem 
necessary which will be in the best 
interest of the City and the persons 
down stream from the discharge. 
The City Council may fix a fee for 
the discharge permit from time to 
time by resolution.” 

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall 
be signed by the Mayor, attested by 
the City Clerk, and published in the 
Upland News in pursuance to the 
requirements of the California 
Government Code.

ORDINANCE NO. 1219 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND MAKING VIOLATIONS 
OF THE CITY ORDINANCES AN 
INFRACTION 

The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 1200 of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1200. Penalty Provisions 
~— Infractions. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to violate any provision or to fail to 
comply with any requirements or 
provisions of this Upland Municipal 
Code heretofore or hereafter 
enacted or the provisions of any 
code adopted by reference by a City 
ordinance or Code section of this Ci- 
ty, Any person violating any of such 
provisions or failing to comply with 
any of the mandatory requirements 
of this Upland Municipal Code or 
any City ordinance of this City shall 
be guilty of ani infraction. Any per- 
son convicted of an infraction under 
the provisions of this Code or a City 
ordinance shall be punished by: (1) 
a fine not exceeding $50.00 for a 
first violation; (2) a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100.00 for a second viola- 
tion of the same code or ordinance 
within one (1) year; and (3) a fine 
not exceeding $250.00 for each ad- 
ditional violation of the same code 
or ordinance within one (1) year. 
Each such person shall be guilty of 
a separate offense for each and 
every day during any portion of 
which any violation of any 
provisions of this Code or the 
provisions of any code adopted by 
reference by a Code section or City 
ordinance is committed, continued, 
or permitted by such person and 
shall be punishable accordingly. 

In addition to the penalties 
provided by this Code and or- 
dinance, any condition caused or 
permitted to exist in violation of the 
provisions of the Upland Municipal 
Code or a City ordinance or the 
provisions of any code adlopted by 
reference by the Upland Municipal 
Code or City ordinance shall be 
deemed a public nuisance and may 
be abated by this City, and each day 
such condition continues shall be 
regarded as a new and separate 
offense.’ 

SECTION 2. Section 1200.1 of the 
Upland Municipal Code shall be 
amended to read as follows: 
“Section 1200.1. Unlawful — 
Included Offenses. 

Whenever in this Upland 
Municipal Code or a City ordinance 
any act or omission is made unlaw- 
ful, it shall include causing, permit- 
ting, encouraging, aiding or abet- 
ting, such act or omission or suffer- 
ing or concealing the fact of such 
act or omission.” 

SECTION 8. Section 1200.2 of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
“Section 1200.2 Penalty — Limits. 
The punishment to be inflicted in 
a particular case for violating any 
provision of this Upland Municipal 
Code or any ordinance of the City or 
the provisions of any code adopted

Municipal Code or a City ordinance, 
shall be determined by the court 
authorized to pass sentence, within 
such limits as may be prescribed as 
set forth in Section 1200,” 

SECTION 4. Section 1200.3 of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
added to read as follows: 

“Section 1200.3. Applicability. 

Wherever in this Upland 
Municipal Code or any ordinance 
enacted by the City, any violation of 
any section of this Code or such or- 
dinance or any code adopted by 
reference by this Code or such or- 
dinance, is made by the provisions 
of the code or the enacted ordinance 
a misdemeanor, then such violation 
shall henceforth be and is hereby 
made an infraction instead of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be treated in all 
respects as an infraction.
